Dear Sir,—On Saturday last the Treasury Note 
Bill passed the Senate, after they had rejected an 
amendment to it, which required that the issues 
under this Bill should make a part of the Loan 
formerly provided to relieve the Treasury. With 
this amendment struck off, the Senate returned 
the Bill to the House of Representatives for their 
concurrence. But the House have not, as yet, 
had an opportunity to take up the Bill, although 
it is of the utmost importance that they should 
act upon it at once; for there is no money in the 
treasury, and no appropristions have been made 
by Congress to pay the debts of the Government. 
There are now due from the treasury, for the last 
quarter over a million and a half of dollars, for 
which no provision has, as yet, been made.

THE WANTS OF TILE CHURCHES, 

There is not the want of money: in most in- 
stances at least the elnore hes are “able fo sustain 
the institutions of religion without effort: and in 
all cases, with the seerfices of the early Chris 
tians and the pilgrim ancestors of eur denomina- 
tion, they could be sustained: twenty families 
housed in log cabins and with the forest towering 
above and around them, often settled an educated 
minister with a sufficient support. 

There is no want of ministers; the complaint 
is not of deficiency, but of excess: and many de- 
voted and able preachers of the gospel, ready at 
onee to enter the vineyard wherever the Master 
may call, are desponding for the want of mploy. 

There is no want of the means of grace, ‘Two 
or three sermons are preached upon the Sabbath ; 
lectures and prayer-neetings occur during the 
week; there is the monthly cones rt, and pastoral 
Visiting, the circulation of tracts, access to works 
of Christian biography and practical piety; and 
above all and more than all, the Bible, the great 
quickener of pious affection. What more could 
God do for his vineyard which he has not done 
Init: 

There is no want of ministerial talent. We be- 
lieve the present generation of ministers are as 
able as their predecessors: they have certainly 
enjoyed higher advantages of education; and ar 
surrounded with more various means of intellee- 
tnal culture, Nor are they as a body less faith- 
ful inthe cisehareve of thy ir office ; they are sound 
in the faith, indomitable in labors, the friends and 
the expectants of revivals, Whate vermay be said 
in their detraction, by men whose office is slander, 
their witness is in heaven, and their record on 
high.
